E Americans hear much of the 
comings and goings of our 
presidents, know what color­ 
ed neckties they wear and 
how they are knotted, are informed 
of their habiliments, idiosy ncrasies, 
sports, manner of handshake, their 
families, their say ings, their avoirdu­ 
pois, color of hair and ey es, the man­ 
ner in which their beards or mustaches 
are trimmed, if they possess such 
adornments, and other personal mat­ 
ters in kind. 
We have not been told 
so minutely of our president elect, pos­ 
sibly for the reason that there has not 
been sufficient time to gather and im­ 
part the information. 
The defect will 
be remedied in due course. 
This sort 
of gossip is entirely amiable and harm ­ 
less, and if it interests people there is 
nothing in the constitution forbidding 
i t 
Moreover, the loq uacity of the 
country is not confined to constitution­ 
al lines. 
The freedom of speech and 
of the press is still wide enough to cov­ 
er a multitude of sins. 
The life of Woodrow Wilson presi 
dent elect is not largely different from 
that of Woodrow Wilson governor, ex 
cept that it is busier, for he is still 
Governor Wilson and is closing up his 
work in the state the while he is pre­ 
paring for his work in the nation. 
Nearly every day in the governor's of­ 
fice at Trenton he receives distinguish­ 
ed Democrats from all corners of the 
land, today a senator, tomorrow a cam­ 
paign manager, the nex t day a fellow 
governor, etc., only he receives them 
at the rate of more than one a day . 
The first of these conferences, which 
are all arranged by appointuient and 
at the req uest of Governor Wilson, 
was with 
William Jennings Bry an. 
Thereupon the newspapers started a 
guessing contest as to whether or not 
Mr. Bry an would be the nex t secre­ 
tary of state. 
No light on this point 
was shed by the two distinguished con­ 
ferees. 
Bry an can speak and does so 
at times, but he can also refrain from 
speech, as many reporters can testify . 
Wilson probably knows a half dozen 
languages, but. as was said of some­ 
body else, can keep silent in ail of 
them. 
A Good listener. 
The president elect is play ing no fa­ 
vorites. 
Shortly after his confab with 
the peerless leader he called in Speak­ 
er Champ Clark, who since the Balti­ 
more convention has not loved Colonel 
Bry an as one Democrat should love 
another. 
Likewise Oscar W. Under­ 
wood was invited to Trenton, and he. 
too, does not alway s agree with the 
commoner. 
At these conferences the door to the 
governor’s office stands wide open, but 
no one ventures to intrude. 
There 
are rumors that not all of the talks 
are deadly serious. The nex t president 
has already made a reputation as a 
story teller and may become the most 
famous in that line since Lincoln. 
But. while he can tell stories, Mr. 
Wilson can refrain from telling se­ 
crets. 
In other words, he is a good 
listener, hears all sides and all pleas 
and does not commit himself. One of 
his recent visitors was Representative 
A. Mitchell Palmer, the new Demo­ 
cratic leader of Pennsy lvania. 
Mr. 
Palmer was Wilson’s floor leader in 
the Baltimore convention and, some 
believe, may be in the cabinet. 
It 
would naturally be supposed that the 
president elect would unburden him­ 
self to a man so close, but from a re­ 
mark of Palmer after the interview 
the unburdening process was not no 
ticeable. 
“Tell y ou what I know?” repeated 
Mr. Palmer when the reporters saw 
him after his interview. 
“1 am re­ 
minded of what a prominent states­ 
man in Washington said after au in 
terview with Governor Wilson. 
Fie 
said, ‘If I were to tell the reporters 
every thing I know—every thing, mind 
y ou, 
and

back—they 
would set me down as an Ignoramus.’ ”

Unio nist leader, while admitting that 
he had no thing new to say , retierated 
his deliberate co nv ictio n that no re­ 
bellio n wo u ld be better ju stified than 
o ne by Ulster ag ainst the new Irish

parliament. He said he knew' that Uls­ 
ter wo u ld rebel and she was bo u nd to I 
su cceed becau se the Ulstermen wTere | 
ready to g iv e their liv es fo r the cau se. 
If a hu ndred men wrere sho t in the j 
streets o f Belfast a tho u sand mo re ; 
wo u ld be ready to take their places, 
and the respo nsibility o f the sho o ting 
wo u ld be o n the g o v ernment.

criticised ;

and beg an cheering v ehemently . They 
wav ed their hats, handkerchiefs and 
papers, and the Liberals jo ined them 
in the enthu siasm.

and American shippers were deelara ‘ 
tio ns made befo re the ho u se co mmit­ 
tee o f co u g ress o n merchant marine 
and fisheries, which is inv estig ating 
the shipping tru st, by 
William M. 
Do u g las, president o f Arkel & Do u g ­ 
las, ex po rters, o f New Yo rk city . 
Mr. Do u g las declared that this ship­ 
ping co mbine has been g u ilty o f g iv ing ‘ 
preferential rates to tbe Standard Oil 
co mpany , the harv ester tru st and the 
United States Steel co rpo ratio n. 
The witness, himself a fo rmer mem­ 
ber o f the ho u se, stated that the o cean 
trade was blo cked o u t in zo nes by the 
ship co mbine; ju st as the land trade 
was div ided by the railro ads, and that 
these conditions ex isted in all parts o f 
the wo rld. 
“The idea that the o cean is free,” , 
said Mr. Do u g las, “is a fallacy . 
The 
co ntro l o f the o cean is mo re o f a mo ­ 
no po ly than any co mbinatio n o f trade 
which ex ists to day o n land.” 


Aimed at America ns. 
Mr. Do u g las stated that, so far as he 
knew, the shipping co mbine nev er paid 
any rebates to ex po rters. 
He co m 
plained tHat the rates are ex tremely 
hig h and were so fix ed by the co mbine 
to depriv e American merchants and 
manu factu rers o f the fo reig n trade. 
“The fo reig n o wned steamship lines,” 
declared the witness, “want to g et all 
o f tlie American bu siness they can to 
carry , bu t they will no t g iv e u s the 
benefits o f the rates which o btain fro m 
o ther co u ntries to Eu ro pean centers. 
“i kno w fro m my o wn inv estig atio ns 
that this shipping co mbine g iv es spe­ 
cial rates to the harv ester tru st, the 
Standard Oil co mpany and the steel 
tru st. 
They g lee as an ex cu se the 
threat o f these co mpanies to fo rm co m­ 
peting ship lines o f their o wn in case 
they are no t g iv en lo wer rates.” 
The witness declared that as a resu lt 
o f the co mbinatio n the United States 
is lo sing fro m 25 to 8 0 per cent o f the 
ex po rt trade to fo reig n natio ns to 
which it is entitled and which it co u ld 
po ssess if an American line o f steam­ 
ers were started and g iv en enco u rag e­ 
ment by this g o v ernment in the shape 
o f su bsidies o r o therwise. 
“We are simply pay ing tribu te to 
Eu ro pean capital.” be declared. 
“No 
o ther natio n o n the face o f the earth 
bu t the United States wo u ld stand fo r 
su ch treatment.” 
The witness declared that this same 
co mbine is making arrang ements to 
co ntro l all o f the o cean bu siness that 
will dev elo p as a resu lt o f the o pen­ 
ing o f the Panama canal. 
“The Panama canal will be a benefit 
o nly to Eng lish co mmerce,” he de­ 
clared. “u nless we can dev elo p o u r 
merchant marine in so me way .” 


Go v ernment Built Lines. 
In respo nse to a su g g estio n fo r so me 
remedy to do away with this co m­ 
bine Mr. Do u g las said be wo u ld hav e 
the United States g o v ernment bu ild 
sev eral steamship lines ru nning to v a­ 
rio u s parts o f the wo rld and pay them i 
a su bsidy fo r carry ing the mails.

and enlarg ed shado w pictu res o f the 
hearts o f patients in the Jo hns Ho p­ 
kins ho spital, w ho are no t ev en o ccu ­ 
pants o f the little dark ro o m, w'hich 
practically is a relay statio n, taking u p 
tlie reg ister fro m the wards and send­ 
ing it bro adcast. 
A circu it in which practically all the 
larg er ho spitals o f the co u ntry are in­ 
clu ded can be fo rmed in abo u t thirty 
minu tes, it is declared.

bearing the chart o f beats and a pic­ 
tu re o f the o rg an o f life. 
The electro cardio g raph co nsists o f 
wires, co pper plates, electro des, cam­ 
eras, lanterns, key s, co mpensato rs, ac­ 
cu mu lato rs and o ther thing s electric. 
It is literally a mo tio n pictu re machine 
by w'hich the co nditio n o f patients can 
be watched by phy sicians and relativ es 
miles fro m the bedside.

three-qu arters are o wing in Mo sco w 
and the o ther qu arter in Lo dz. 
“The Jews o f Kiev hav e transferred 
mo st o f their cash balances to Ro u ­ 
manian and Au strian banks, so that an 
immediate effect o f their ex pu lsio n 
wo u ld be to flo o d Mo sco w and Lo dz 
manu factu rers with bad debts and in­ 
v o lv e tho u sands o f smaller firms in the 
retail trade.”

was to promote settlement. 
That was 
when ‘Uncle Sam was rich enough to 
give us all a farm.’ 
It was during 
this period that the great b ulk of the 
rich agricultural western lands passed 
into private ownership. 
During this 
' period the Idea was to dispose of the 
pub lic lands, and land grab b ing was 
! easy. 


P u b lic O w n e r s h ip P re se n t Policy. 
“ In the present period the pub lic 
ownership of lands whose protection 
, is necessary to the pub lic welfare b e­ 
came the master policy. 
Development 
in the interest of all was its ob ject. 
L The passage of the pub lic lands and 
their resources in large amounts out 
; of the hands of all the people and into 
the hands of a few’ of the people 
reached its largest growth during this 
period. 
Within the same period it has 
] practically reached its end. 
That it 
j has done so under national control is 
I the root of the troub le. 
“The last fifteen years have b rought 
great changes. Time was when it was 
easy to get together great holdings of 
limb er b y the misuse of the timb er 
and stone law. That time has passed, 
and what timb er lands remain in the 
pub lic hands are nearly all protected 
in the national forests. 
“Time was when the great cattle 
and sheep b arons controlled individ- 
i ually the grazing on hundreds or even 
on thousands of square miles. 
Now. 
under federal control, the rights of the 
small man to the range on the nation­ 
al forests takes first place. 
So 
the y 
w’ill soon own the open range 
3till un­ 
reserved. 
“The * b usiness of locating school­ 
teachers, milliners and waitresses and 
other ab sentees on pub lic lands un­ 
der the desert land law has w’aned. 
Fraudulent mineral land locations are 
scrutinized as never b efore. 
The fake 
homesteader is ob served and discour­ 
aged. 
Coal lands are sold for some­ 
thing approaching their real value, and 
w’ater power sites and phosphate lands 
are reserved in the pub lic Interest 
from private appropriation. 


C o a l L a n d s Protected. 
“The coal lands of Alaska w’ill not 
fall into the hands of the Guggec* 
helms, nor will hundreds of millions 
of dollars’ worth of water powder sites 
b ecome the easy prey of the great wa­ 
ter power comb inations, whose growth 
in the direction of a single overmas­ 
tering trust has made such progress in 
the last few’ years. 
“All of this work for the protection 
of the people’s property has b ut a sin­ 
gle ob ject—use for the b enefit of the 
people. 
But use b y the people is 
sharply different from ownership b y 
the grab b ers. 
The grab b ers are hun- 
gry, for, under the care of the gov­ 
ernment, the people’s property is most­ 
ly out of their reach. 
“To the men whose b usiness of grab ­ 
b ing has b een stopped the present sit­ 
uation could not w’ell l>e wdrse. 
Any 
change must b e a change for the b et­ 
ter. 
To these meu the state rights 
cry is a tool and nothing more.
